From March, 18-iO, until March, 1893, 
22 transatlantic vessels—steamships 
ilying between Europe and America 


ly^—were lost en route, and as a 


direct result of this 6,369 lives were 
ost. 
The estimate of lives lost from 


various other causes is 600. The 
lumber of steamships never heard 
'rom after leaving port was seventeen. 
The number burned was nine, and the 
number foundered was twelve. 
The 


other wrecks were caused by eollis- 
ons, being washed ashore, collision 
with icebergs, etc. From March, 1S93, 
to the beginning of the present year 
the loss of life on the Atlantic has 
been much less than In former years, 
though one or two large steamers have 
had serious mishaps, and 
one—the 


Boston—was never heard from.—San

having been carried nearly 13,000 mi lea 
A letter mailed here for Adelaide, Aus- 
tralia, also goes via San Francisco, 
travels 12,845 miles and is deliveret 
usually within 85 days. New York inai 
tleatined for Calcutta goes by way o 
London, traveling 11,120 miles in 29 
days, while mail sent from this city to 
Cape Town, goes 125 miles farther in 
two days' less time. 


Hail communication between New 


York and Hongkong ordinarily con 
•nines one month of time. The letter 
go by way of San Francisco and cove 
10, GOO miles of distance. To reach Mel 
bourne, Australia, from this city a let 
ter will travel 12,265 miles in about S3 
days, and to reach Sydney a letter will 
travel 11,670 miles ia 31 days. The 
mail route from New York to Yoko- 
hama, via San Francisco, is 7,848 inilea 
'long, and about 22 days are consumed 
in transit. To go to Honolulu from this 
city a letter travels 6,645 miles in 19 
days.

area, but Tavolara is the smallest te- 
public a.s to population. Goust is only 
one mile in area. It is located on tho 
flat top of a mountain in tbe Pyrenees, 
between France and Spain, and is recog- 
nized by both of those countries. 
It it 


governed by a president and a council of 
12. It "*'aa established in 1648 and has 
130 inhabitants. The president is tax 
collector, assessor and judge. Goust has 
no church, clergyman or cemetery. Tho 
people worship in a church outside of 
their own territory, and the dead bodies 
are slid down to a cemetery in tbe val- 
ley below. In that valley all the bap- 
tisms and marriages are performed. 
Tavolara is 18 miles northeast of Sar- 
dinia. It is an island live miles long by 
a half mile wide. • Its total population 
consists of 65 men, women and chil- 
dren. Tbe women go to the polls with 
the men and elect every year a presi- 
dent aud council of six, all serving 
without pay. 
The inhabitants support 


themselves by fishing and raising fruit 
and vegetables. The republic has no 
arm; 
and no navy.—Cincinnati En-

The men bore the w hole 
heroically, while some even laughed and 
joked to keep up the spirits of the others. 


As soon as all were on board the tug 


took her in tow for Newport. By this 
time the fog had lifted and the moon had 
come out, so that the trip across the bav 
under other conditions would have been 
pleasant. The run up the bay and 
around Goat Island was so«n accom- 
plished, and just at midnight the tug 
with its tons of human freight was 
brought up to the great pier of the Fall 
Jtiver line. The men made little trouble 
in the trip up. Some, to be sure, with 
the fever still in them, talked rather 
wild, but as a rule all remained quiet, 
and with sheets spread over them they 
looked like a load of corpses. An hour 
after the men arrived at the wharf .-* 
train of seven cars backed into the big 
train shed, and again the young men of 
the ambulance corps had to litter the 
helplfSK soldiers. Another two hours 
was consumed In this work, but at last, 
about a quarter of four this morning, 
the last man was carried aboard and tha 
train started off for Boston. 


The run up was a quiet one, and at 


half past five the Park Square station 
was reached. Here ambulances from 
every hospital in the city, reinforced by 
all the police ambulances, were in \yait- 
ing, and with a large hospital force the 
work of final transfer to thu different 
hospitals was soon accomplished. Forty 
"r fifty of the men were absolutely un- 
able to walk, a dozen were practically 
unconscious, hut hulf a hundred man- 
aged to climb down from the cars and 
with the help of many strong arms lakt 
scats in a number of hacks and busses. 


Sergeant W. J. Freeman of Lowell, 


who was In charge of the ambulance 
corps as duty sergeant after lenvhm 
New London, and who hi'mself was serv- 
ing In the sick bay at tho time, says or 
the accident: "f was standing In tha 
sick bay prer«ring stimulants for a pa- 
tient when the crash came. It threw me 
forward In a heap and the second crash 
threw me backwards. The thermome- 
ters and clinical Instruments on the 
sideboard were scattered, buLfortunut 
ly fell among the chairs and not amonq 
the bunks and cots.
